Here are two eAceademes of w'ty 
the one called the Arden , to show 
their ardour in ſtudyeing : the other 
the Otroſs , wilcly inſtruted as an 
allay tothe others Lear. 

Some of the famous men for lear- ' 
ning of this towne were,old Sratine, 
rare SennaJgriw , Alexander ab 
Alexandre, and lobn Baptiſt Mari 
* : three excellent Poets, and one 
Antiquary. Naples hath furnished 
the Church with 18 Popes. 

Hauing thus ſeen the towne it ſelf 
of Naples, 1 was moſt willing to ſee 
the wonder: of nature whichare neare 
vnto it. Horlcing therefore beti« 
mes one morneing, we went with a 
guide to ſce Yeſwwiw the burning 
monnarn, lome leaucn miles diſtance 
from Naples. Our honeſt guide 
had ſtudyed the hiſtory of this Hill, 
and d tell , how often it had 
broken forth into flames fince the 
b:ginning of che world, that is, 
ewenty umes. Xiphilinnes the Epus- 
miſt of Dio, relates at Gy one 
that happened vnder the Epmperer 
Tirw. But the laſt which happened 
in the yeare #631, he remembered 
very

very well, and related ittome 2s we 
wentalong , with a ſad preface , of 
Infandum Peregrine inbes renouare 
delovem, becauſe he could allofay; Er 
quorum par1 magna i henclantecn 
an Attor in that dilorder. For he was 
fonn to = rich huſbandman” Here , 
and with much a do, «frees like, 
he had reſcued his old Father from 
the ashes of Yeſwwme, which ouer- 
whelmed and buryed whole Udla- 
fer. Here fayd hee, pointing to the 
place, flood a great 2weyard one of 
the beſt of the Wountry ; but now 
three fathom deep in ashes. Here 
flood a Village full, of rich husband- 
men and goodly houſes ; but now 
ruined by the Rones shat at it from 
Veſnuiw.
